Taken by and large, the outcome of 
the national election tomorrow will t 
interpreted, in accordance with polit- 
ical tradition, as the popular judgment 
of the record of the party in power. 

If the Republicans retain control of 
congress the result will be equivalent 
to a vote of confidence in the Hard- 
ing administration and the Republican 
congress. 

If the Republicans lese control of 
the house the verdict will be pro- 
nounced one of dissatisfaction with 
the works of the party in power up 
to dat® 

There is vast partisan advantage to 
be derived from the result and both 
the Republican and Democratic party 
organizations, with an eye to the fu- 


ture, have mustered all their energies |. 


to wrest victory from this “off year” 
contest. 
‘Means Much to Harding. 

If the Republicans win the prestige 
of the Harding ‘administration will be 
enhariced and the President will be 
assured of the backing of a Republican 
congress in carrying out the remainder 
of his program of constructiye legisla- 
tion @uring the last two years of his 
térm. With a dependable majority in 
the house, in addition to the senate 
majority which the Republicans will 


retain under the most adverse circum- | 


stances, there will be no excuse for a 


failure of the “Republicans - t¢e-° put’: 


through the reorganization of the exec- 
utive departments and to”fulfll their 
other 1920 campaign pledges. 

If the Democrats capture the house 
the country may be prepared for the 
invarmble period of obstruction, mark- 
ing time and working at cross pur- 
poses which obtains when either 
chamber of the national legislature is 
dominated by the opposition to the 
administration. 

Would Partly Annul 1920 Verdict. 

The remainder of the Harding pro- 
gram will go by the board, with the 
Republicans blaming the Democrats 
and the Democrats blaming the Repub- 
licans for the failure to complete the 
projects to achieve which the people 
commissioned the Republican party in 
1920. 

A Democratic victory not only would 
be a blow to the prestige of the Presi- 
dent but it would send Democratic 
stock up, solidify and encourage the 
Jeffersonians and provide the founda- 
tion for a policy of opposition on which 
to make a strong bid for return, to 
complete power in 1924. From tactics 
of obstruction which would blight the 
full fruition of the Harding program 
and thereby write “failure” on the 
Republican record the Democratic 
leaders would calculate that they had 
everything to gain and nothing to lose. 

Posaibility of Obstruction. 

If the Democrats win, President 
Harding will make his last stand fgr 
his program in the last session of the 
present congress which will meet Dec. 
4 and adjourn sine die March 4 next. 
well knowing he can expect nothing 
but the barest routine legislation from 
the congress elected tomorrow, which 
will assemble in December 1923. 

Even in this last session of the pres- 
ent congress the President would have 
a hard fight for his program in the 
event of Democratic victory tomorrow. 
For then the Democratics undoubtedly 
would endeavor to filibuster his legisla- 


tion to death on March 4, the Presi- 
. 


dent’s only recourse thereafter being 

to appeal to the new congress in which 

they would control the house. 
Rough Spots in G. 0, P. Path. 

That there has been a tide of dissat- 
isfaction running against the Harding 
administration in the last six or eight 
months has been apparent and is rec- 
ognized by the Republican leaders. 
They are confident, however, that it 
has not assumed sufficient proportions 
to engulf the party at the polls to- 
morrow, while the Democrats are rely- 
ing upon it to sweep them into dom- 
ination of the house. 

The Harding landslide of 1920 is now 
perceived to have been an overwhelm- 
ing vote of protest against the policies 
of President Wilson, which Gov. Cox, 
the Democratic nominee for President, 
and the Democratic party purposed to 
continue. The people were dissatisfied 
with Wilson and the Democratic ré- 
gime, but Mr. Harding had been in

BRITAIN CLAIMS 
U.S. ITS DEBTOR 
FOR 110 YEARS 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6,—Great 
Britain is suing the United States be- 
fore the arbitration commission ,pro- 
vided for under the’ treaty of 1910 for 
a 110 year old debt of $3,000,000, which 
it is claimed New York state owes the 
Cayuga Indiais. Besides the $3,000,000 
New York may.also have to pay $2,400 
a year forever. 

In 1808 the Cayuga Indians ceded 
their lands to New York state. The 
state in return agreed to pay $2,400 an- 
nually to the Cayugas or their heirs in 
perpetuity. New York charged that at 
the outbreak of the war of 1812 the 
Cayugas joined the British and the 
state stopped paying their annuity and 
has not paid it since. But the .-peace 
treaty stipulated that Great Britain's 
allies sacrificed none of their rights. 

It is upon this clause that the British 
eovernment rests its claim.

OUR MICROSCOPIC EYE.

The second victim, shot down in the 
street last evening, was John Scaizitti, 
60 years old, a well-to-do sewer contrac- 
tor living at 1418 Spruce sfreet. Scal- 
zitti, who was better kriown under the 
name of “Scully,”’ which he had as- 
sumed, left his home about dusk for a 
neighborhood cigar store. 


Falls Under Shotgun Fire. 

He had proceeded only a few doors 
from his home when, at 1426 Spruce 
street, two men darted from:a Hallway 
entrance. They were armed with 
revolvers. Without . warning both 
opened fire. Scully crumpled in his 
tracks. 

With a drizzling rain falling, there 
were few pedestrians to witness the 
shooting, and such as there were scur- 
ried until the fusillade directed at the 
contractor—ten shots—had endéed. The 
murderers, leaving their revolvers near 
their victim, escaped. 

Scully was all but dead before those 
who had witnessed the shooting ven- 
tured to his aid. He died on the way 
to the county hospital. 

The only possible motive for the kill- 
ing of Scully, police say, was in the 
fact that he had been active in politics 
of his ward, the “old Nineteenth,” 
notorious for fatal political feuds. A 
widow and daughter, Mrs. Anna 
Dichriophser, survive him.

LONDON, Nov. 6-—{By Tribune 
Wireless.}]—After a negligent opening 
the severe defeat handed iabor in the 
countrywide municipal elections on 
Nov. 1 gave the Londpn markets the 
needed impetus to rally and forge 
ahead, The opening trend on Thurs- 
day was noticeably better, and the 
markets continued firm right up to 
the close on Friday. 

The only marked weakness was 
shown by oils, which failed to maintain 
their early recovery. The weakness 
shown by the German mark, which 
was still as pronounced as ever, did 
not exert its usua] disfuieting influ- 
ence. Fluctuations in French ex- 
change, however, were watched closely. 

Gilt Edged in Favor. 

Gilt edged securities enjoyed espe- 
cial favor after labor's discomfiture 
on Wednesday, and there was a smart 
rise in funding loans, war loans, and 
conversion loans. The attempted 
floating of a £20,000,000 {roughly $88,- 
000,000} loan by the Italian govern- 
ment proved more or less of a fiasco 
at first, but later buyers came for- 
ward and the price was bettered. 

Foreign securities were not very 
interesting. Brazilians improved slight- 
ly with the bettering in the values 
of milreis. Frénch bonds closed dull. 
Italians were indifferent to the Fas- 
cisti coup..Germans were steady and 
Mexicans and Turks were dull. The 
home rail department. was about the 
first to benefit by the increase in op- 
timism on Thursday, seeing that the 
Labor party had included the national- 
ization of railways in its platform. 
Prices on Friday showed an all around 
recovery which was led by the Great- 
western. 

Foreign rails were strong, Argentines 
continuing to advance steadily and 
United Havanas remaining good on 
the market. There was some recov- 
ery in Sao Paulos and Leopoldinas. 
After experiencing a considerable rally, 
oils became irregular and fell back. 
Royal Dutch were consistently offered 
from Amsirdam, sinking as a result. 
Anglo-Persians closed on the strong 
side and Mexican Eagles were weak. 


Iodustrials Show Strength. 


Industrials were quiet, the business 
in this depaftment, until Thursday, 
being almost at a ‘standstill. Then, 
however, a firm tone developed and 
the leaders benefited. Steels were 
harder.and tobacecos declined, but they 
later recovered. Marconis were firm. 

The feeling in mines was more 
cheerful, Kaffirs taking well despite the 
momentary reaction and diamonds ad- 
vancing under the leadership of 
De Beers. 

There was little new in the rubber 
situation until the e the week, 
when a renewed strength was mani- 
fested in all branches and departments 
as a result of encouraging reports as 
to savings effected in the working 
expenses of the plantations. A sharp 
rise in tea shares was the feature of 
the week, following an enhanced price 
of that commodity.
